Two counts of indecent exposurt 
and open public profanity plus one 
of *public drunkenness were also 
filed against Morrison. 

The bearded singer, a former 
Flprida State University student, 
could receive a combined maximum 
prison sentence of three years, 150 
days at the Slate's Bailord prison. 

Criminal Court Judge Edward 
Klein sighed the warrants and set 
a felony bond of S2,dOO on Morn- 
son and an additional $b00 for 
the misdemeanor charges.
